A. THE TWO SIDES EXPRESSED SATISFACTION AT THE PROGRESS 
MADE BY THE ARAB NATION AND MOUNTING SUPPORT FOR IT IN ITS 
STRUGGLE FOR THE SAKE OF ACHIEVING ITS JUST QUEST IN THE 
WITHDRAWAL OF THE ISRAELI FORCES FROM ALL THE OCCUPIED ARAB 
TERRITORIES, INCLUDING ARAB JERUSALEM AND THE REALIZATION OF 
THE NATIONAL LEGITIMATE RIGHTS OF THE PALESTINIAN PEOPLE. 

THEY AFFIRMED THAT REALIZATION OF THIS DEMAND WAS INDISPENSABLE 
FOR ESTABLISHING A JUST AND LASTING PEACE IN THE AREA. 

B. THEY CONDEMNED THE LATEST ISRAELI ATTACKS ON CIVILIAN 
TARGETS IN LEBANON, THUS VIOLATING LEBANESE SOVEREIGNTY AND IN- 
TERNATIONAL COMMITMENTS PROHIBITING THE LAUNCHING OF ATTACKS 
AGAINST CIVILIAN POPULATION. 

C. THEY CALLED UPON THE INTERNATIONAL SOCIETY TO CONDEMN DESI- 
GNS SUPPORTED BY ISRAELI AUTHORITIES FOR FORMING NEW SQUADS TO 
BE ENTRUSTED WITH COMMITTING TERRORIST OPERATIONS. 

D. THE TWO SIDES AGREED ON THE NEED FOR CONDUCTING A CONTINUOUS 
AND REGULAR COORDINATION BETWEEN THE ARAB REPUBLIC OF EGYPT, 

THE SYRIAN ARAB REPUBLIC, THE H.K. OF JORDAN AND THE PALESTINE 
LIBERATION ORGANIZATION, IN A WAY THAT GUARANTEES THE MOBIL- 
IZATION OF THE MAXIMUM AMOUNT OF STRENGTH TO THE ARAB POSITION, 
GIVING EQUAL WORK TO THE ARAB CONFRONTATION FORCES AND GUARAN- 
TEEING ARAB UNDERSTANDING PRIOR TO THE RESUMPTION OF THE 
PEACE CONFERENCE IN GENEVA. 

E. THE TWO SIDES ANNOUNCED THAT THE PALESTINE LIBERATION ORGAN- 
IZATION IS THE LEGITIMATE REPRESENTATIVE OF PALESTINIANS 

WITH THE EXCEPTION OF PALESTINIANS RESIDING IN THE H.K. OF 
JORDAN. 

F. THE TWO SIDES AGREE ON THE NECESSITY OF HAVING THE PALESTINE 
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LIBERATION ORGANIZATION PARTICIPATING INDEPENDENTLY IN THE 
WORKS OF THE GENEVA CONFERENCE AT THE APPROPRIATE PHASE, IN 
AFFIRMATION OF THE RIGHT OF THE PALESTINE PEOPLE TO SELF- 
DETERMINATION. 

G. THE TWO SIDES AGREED ON THE NEED FOR REACHING A DISENGAGE- 
MENT AGREEMENT ON THE JORDANIAN FRONT AS A FIRST STEP TOWARDS 
THE JUST PEACEFUL SOLUTION.
